And 
maybe Someday down the line, the 
contractors will pay the employers 
more fairly';”explained George 
Butterworth, attorney in the DAs 
0 人 乌 ce who is prosecuting the case. 

Butterworth is aware of the dis- 
mal employment scene among re- 
cent immigrants which often co- 
erces them into taking jobs at sub- 
standard wages and of the “cut- 
thbroat”nature of the garment in- 
dustry, but he thoroughly deplores 
this type of abuse ofthe unem- 
ployment system.，The state esti- 
mates that of the $17 million paid 
annually in_ unemploymenmt pay- 
ments to garment workers, 302%25 is 
fraudulent. 

State unemployment insurance 
codes allow for the payment of re- 
duced earnings notices，when a 
Person is working part-time; and 
Teceiving less than would be Te- 
ceived on full unemployment. Par- 
tial payments make up for the 
difference between the _ part:time 
salary and the full unemployment

The seamstresses charged in the 
Ereda -case_ filed fraudulent “re- 
duced earning notices” with the 

“advice,， assistance and consent of 
the employer,” Butterworth al- 
leges- They were discovered when 
a state computer scan by the Em- 
ployment Development Depart- 
ment (EDD)，which monitors the 
payments, discovered that the pay- 
ments exceeded the amount pald 
by the company in unemployment 
insurance tax and that the pay- 
ments followed no cyclic or regular 
Pattern. 

The sewing factories were then 
staked out by investigators from 
EDD and workers_ entering and 
leaving were photographed. Later， 
employee records were Sub- 


- poenaed，and a massive task of 


sifting through them began. 
Butterworth said that “boxes and 
boxes”of materials were seized， 
some 一 mainly piecework tickets 一 
no' larger than a fingernail. 

Indications of violation of labor 
laws and_ health codes were rife， 
Butterworth said, but time, money 
and staff precluded the possibility 
of following through.

OPperating on a Set of priorities， 
With murders，rapes and robberies 
taking precedence, the DAs o 亿 ce 
would be hard pressed to put onut 
all the staftf and money needed， 
especially just for misdemeanor 
charges，Butterworth explained. 

The investigation focused on 24 
out of Freda's total work force of 
144:- The 24 were randomly select- 
ed, and while charges could have 
been brought against all，some 
were granted immunity fortestify- 
ing in front of the grand jury, But- 
terworth said.， Butsmany, even 让 
granted immunity，were Unwilling 
to testify because they would lose 
their jobs and most likely face 
difficulties the next :time they 
looked for a job， Butterworth re- 
ported. 

Although the felony charges 
against the employer are still being 
appealed，Bnutterworth is hopeful 
that they will be reinstated. And if 
they are, it will be the first time 
felony charges have been involved 
in SFE cases of unemployment 
fraud 一 the felonies involve tax 
and corporation laws; unemploy- 
ment and labor law violations are 
only misdemeanors， And it's the 
first time that the employees have 
been charged，too. (Past cases 
often indicated that the employers 
“coerced” the employees to comr- 
PIy- ) 

FEFRAUD 

“This case has involved a tre- 
mendous amournt of time and 
money.、But we want to show 
people that this type of fraud will 
not be allowed anymore,” Butter- 
worth said. 

The structure of the garment 
factory makes it ripe for this type 
of fraud，Butterworth said.， The 
employers are in a position to take 
advantage of workers lacking Eng- 
lish and more marketable skills， 
and are themselves taken advan- 
tage of by contractors who push 
fior fierce . competition. But some- 
Where along the line，the fraud 
must stop，Butterworth believes，

He added that even US labor lead- 
erSs Support the legalization of 
these undocumented workers, and 
OpPpose the “guest worker ”Pro- 
gram favored by Reagan.

AAE Wants Greater Response 
To Asian Needs in Education

OAKLAND 一 The seven aspir- 
ants to _ the Oakland Board of 
了 ducation will have a chance to 
speak tomorrow from 7-9 pm at 
the ELincoln School at a 
Candidates Night co-sSponsored by 
the Consortium of East Bay Asian 
Organizations and the Oakland 
Association of Asians 记 下 dquca- 
tion (AAE)，While the Oakland 
AAE's sponsorship of Tomorrows 
forum is strictly non-partisan，the 
association hopes that the April 21 
election will lead to improved 
education for Asians in the 
Oakland Unified School District. 

Discussion on Candidates Night 
will not focus specifically on issues 
concerning Asians and Pacific 
Islanders，but rather on district 
and community problems, accord- 
ing to AAE president Walton Lee， 
Lee believes that this is an 
important part of the AAE?s effort 
to become a more active voice in 
education in Oakland. 
"The only way to get the Board 
(of 卫 dqucation) or any govern- 
Iment agency to_ be Tesponsive .to 
youI demands is to be visible， to 
be a political force and to be 
Vocal，Lee said.“Whoever beats 
the drums and hollers the loudest 
will be heard,” 

BILINGUAE 

The two-year-old association is 
particularly concerned that the 
Board respond to the needs of 
refugees in Oaklanq schools，The 
influx of Southeast Asians has 
created a demand for educators 
bilingual in Laotian，Cambodian 


and: Vietnamese. Currentiy, there 


are fewer than six such interpret- 
ers employed by the Oakland 
Unified School _ District， Lee 
Teported. 

The district has scouted local 
universities，churches and other 
organizations in the Asian/Pacific 
Jslander community to find more 
bilingual personnel. While Asians 
make up only 8% of the district's 
school population， Lee said 
Oaklands bilingual program must 
be expanded，Need is especially 
great in schools with large 
numbers of refugee students，such 
as West Lake and Technical High 
Schools and the Franklin and 
Lincoln elementary schools. 

“The needs of the Asian com- 
munity are not being met,” Lee 
said. He qualified his statement by 
Saying any Urban area Would be 
hard pressed to deal with such a 
large addition of immigrants to 
the school system ， 

“The needs of the Southeast 
Asian refugees are really unique， 
Wed like to see the -district 
become more aggressive \in 
meeting those needs，he added. 

STRANGE 

Aside from the language 
barrier, these newcomers to Amer- 
ican schools_ face social adjust- 
ments as well and because they are 
unfamiliar with American social 
customs， their American class- 
mates then imisinterpret the 
Tefugees ”shyness as standoffish- 
ness or cliquishness， Lee 
expblained. 

Many of the refugees have also 
had their educations disrupted. 
Many Southeast Asian students

There are 600 Asians employed 
by the Oakland Unified School 
District out of a _ total 6,600 
employees，but there has never 
been an Asian on the Board of 
卫 ducation， nor are there any 
Asian associate or assistant SuperT- 
intendents， Lee .noted， When 
Walton Lee，now a consultant 记 
the Research Department， was 
hired more than 30 years ago,， he 
was only the second Asian to work 
in the district， 

SLOW 

“There were two and now there 
are- 600，but progress has been 
slow,”Lee said.“We'd like to see 
more Asians in managerment posi- 
tions. Ihe AAE is currently 
Surveying management Potential 
of Asians who work in the district 
and would like to provide training 
for them and help them be 
Promoted. 

Career advancement depends 
largely on、 visibility，Lee said .- 
When the Association of Asians in 
卫 ducation formed- in October， 
1979, it was a group of around ten 
Oakland educators with the goal 
of helping each， other advance 
professionally. Since then,， the 
AAEs membership has expanded 
to more than 150， including 
teachers， consultants and com- 
munity activists。Membership -in 
the AAE is not restricted to Asians， 
but includes blacks and whites as 
wel], 

“Our greatest success has been 
in recruiting members and making 
the _ district aware of an Asian

came UP with Six recommenda- 
tions to_ improve health care_ for 
the elderly: have translators avail- 
able at centers; have directions for 
drugs translated into _ native lan- 
guages; increase doctors” sensitiv- 
ity to _ the special needs of the 
elderly; reform the Social Security 
Actto include coverage of preven- 
tive care and health screenings;

ices; and provide more neighbor- 
hood centers.

For those communities with 
Fesotrces，coordination with PTIi- 
vate policies,， integration of health 
Services with other services，and 
having American-born and for- 
eign-born work together were Sug- 
gested ideas. For those communi- 
ties with few Or no Tesources， 
tramslators in a stop-gap function 
only，emphasis on immigrant 
career development in health 
fields，and programs to overcome 
licensing barriers for foreign- 
trained health professionals were 
cited as effective practices. 

In the afternoon workshop on 
cultural health perspectives, Kenji 
Murase，professor of social work 
at SF State University，Spoke of 
the need to Understand the effect 
that culture has on health. 
“Health care has to be studied in 
the holistic manner,” Murase sald， 
“as a Socially organized Tesponse 
to_ disease，and that thls response 
constitutes a Special cultural syS- 
tem.” 

Two other panelists, DT. Shirley 
Cachola,， director of the South of 
Market Health Clinic，and DT. 
Sam Ho，medical director of the 
family Practice residency program 
at SF General Hospital, supported 
Murase's statements with personal 
examples of encounters with cul- 
tural barriers to health.

SEATILE 一 Our CAAC flight 
from Beijing made its lazy descent 
into Cuangzhou (Canton) Airport 
in the languorous July humidity.

A dream long deferred Was 
about to be realized， 

TI had never met any of my 
relatives 他 om China before， The 
Prospect awaiting me of being the 
first member of my family to visit 
my aunt and uncle in over 40 
years filled me with excitement 
and anxious anticipation. In 1920 
my grandfather and father had 
iade the long journey by .ship 
from their native Cuangdong 
Province to California, My father 
was then 11.， But grandfather 
Ieturned severajl years later before 
lany of us were born. My mother's 
entire family had stayed in.China. 
Erom my earliest memories, I had 
Wanted someday to return to the 
land of my parents. 

REUNION 

In the summer of 1978 while 
traveling with a delegation of 
American teachers in China，I 
inquired about the possibility of 
Visiting my relatives in Guizhou, a 
Province in south-central China 
bordqering on Hunan，Sichuan， 
Guangxi，and Yunnan，On my 
Visa appjlication, TI had mentioned 


that miy uncle Chuck Yiu Fei (Zuo 
Ran-Hui in Mandarin) and his 
wife Zuo Guang-Xia were 
teachers at Ping Chao Middqle 
School in Guiyang, the capital city 
of Cuizhou， 

I had only seen asnapshot of my 
uncle and his wife once before in a 
jetter to my mother in San 
Erancisco. :My ，parents were 
understandably hesitant about my 
plans， woOrrying that such a 
reunion might ,be difficult to 
arrange and arduous for my aunt 
and uncle,， I sensed their 
Imisgivings and likewise was skep- 
tical of my chances for success，

ship Hotel in Beijing in early July，

CONCERN 

了 Knowing how difficult 直 is for 
any Chinese citizen to obtain 
permission to travel，I felt a 
gnawing concern about the 
logistics' such a reunion might 
entail，Would I have to fy to 
Guiyang to meet them? Would I 
be able to find them? A few days 
later，a telegram arrived at the 
front desk of the hotel, its contents 
barely decipherable，The cryptic 
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message Was WwWIitten in numerals 
corresponding to Chinese chai- 
acters， 

Yu and the others were able to 
translate the telegram imme- 
diately， It was 位 om aunt and 
uncle in Cuiyang， They had 
received my telegram and were 
leaving that day to meet us in 
Cuangzhoul My heart sank. Or 
group was not scheduled to leave 
for Guangzhou for another four 
days until after our visit to Jinan 
and ”Qingdao. We had not 
arranged for a Place to meet， 
Would they have enough funds to

House Bi Urges 
Extension of 
1980 Refugee Act 


SACRAMENTO 一 Assembly 
Speaker Willie Brown and 
Assemblyman Bill Lockyer 


recently sent a telegram to the 
House Subcommittee on Immi- 
gration， Refugees and Inter- 
national Law urging the extension 
of the 1980 Refugee Act，The 
subcommittee on March 24 heard 
a-bill，HR 2142，which would 
extend the Refugee Actfrom April 
1, 198] to October 1, 1982， 
Underthe current ljaw, refugees 
who received federal assistance for 
three years would become ineli- 
gible for further federal aidqd on 
April 1. 了 ach month hereafter， 
Several hundred more refugees 
would continue to fall out of the 
federal system. Some 10,000 out of 
the 153,000 Idochinese refugees 
in Cajifornia were affected on 


April 1 . 
Brown and Lockyer -estimated 
that these ineligible refugees 


would add some $23.7 million to 
the state's social welfare costs 训 
fiscal year 1981-82. If the deadline 
of the refugee act was extended as 
stated in HR 2142, it would cover 
costs related to immigration and 
resettlement.

Taiwan ldentifies 
Oil Crisis as 
Major Challenge 


TAIPEI 一 The oil crisis was 
recently identified as the biggest

A major factor discourag- 
ing appllicants was said to be the 
stricter bilingual/biliterate (Eng- 
lish/Chinese) requirement，a pre- 
Viously “preferred” characteristic 
now given “greater considera- 
tion.” 

“The bihingual/biliterate job re- 


quirement 1S illegal, said fhinalist 


Gary TIom.“A Director should be 
capable of working in any of the 
eight community college centers 
throughout the city. None of the 
assistant directors Or faculty at 
Chinatown Community College 
Center is requlred to be bilingual 
in Chinese and English. 

”It discriminates against Ameri- 
can-born Chinese，” Tom con- 
tinued.“We were required to read 
a Chinese newspaper article dur- 
ing the Screening interview. Tve 
gone to Chinese School as a child 
and have taken college courses in 
Chinese language，but it's still dif- 
fcult to read a Chinese newspaper 
if you don't do it regularly.”
